from Victoria before leaving, but owing 
to tho hurry ot our departure, It was 
forgotten. 
In Skaguay, too, wo were In 
such hastOffo got away that I neglect- 
ed It again. 
Slnco leaving Skaguay 
ot 
courso 
tho confusion 
ot camp 
llfo on 
tho trail 
Is nmplo excuso for my 
However, 
1 will now try to mako 
amends for not writing before by writ- 
ing a long letter now. 
We left Victoria on tho 9th ot March, 
on tho Danube, 
which la supposed to 
bo ono nt the best ntcamers 
running 
out ot Victoria 
on this route. 
There 
were about 200 passengers aboard and 
they 
were all crowded 
together 
ltko 
hogs. 
There were about four times as 
many 
cabin 
passengers 
as thoro 
was 
tablo accommodation 
for, so each meal 
thero was a grand rush and scramblo 
for places, equaling any foot ball gamo 
ever played. 
Tho food, too, was poor 
nnd yet tho company charge 
G0 a tick- 
et. 
Wo wcro a little over 
llvo 
days 
coming up nnd except for tho accom- 
modations 
enjoyed the trip very much, 
as tho weather 
was mild, sea smooth, 
and scenery very line. 
Wo did not stay but two days 
in 
Skaguay, 
leaving as soon ns wo could 
pass our papers through tho 
custom 
house. 
Thero 
was no tmow In Skag- 
uay nor for about twelve miles on tho 
trail above, so we decided that it would 
be best to hiro our goods packed to tho 
summit, 
as we had to pay a convoy 
$G 
per dny to go with us, 
nnd 
packers 
could make tho trip in ono day. 
Wo left Skaguay 
on the 
17th. 
ot 
March 
with our 
outfits 
packed 
on 
mules, and. arrived at tho summit at 2 
o'clock 
tho same day. 
There was no 
wood at tho summit nor for eight miles 
beyond, 
bo wo 
returned 
about 
two 
miles on tho 
back trail nnd 
c imped 
for tho night. 
Tho next day wo pushed 
on eight miles this side ot tho summit, 
whero wo mado our llrst cache. 
Well 
I shall not attempt to describe 
In detail tho Incidents of our trip thus 
far, as It would fill a book, but merely 
state that It has not been entirely one 
ot pleasure. 
Wo havo 
worked 
llku 
horses with only two days pff, when wo 
were kept In by a blizzard. 
Wo hiivo dragged loads that would 
Ftaggcr 
n horrc, 
moving on ono occa- 
sion 1,120 pounds n distance 
ot twelve 
iiiIIch, after having walked 
that 
dis- 
tance with an empty sled. 
At another 
time wo carried 
1,000 pounds a distance 
of ten miles and walked back. 
Wo aro 
now camped 
threo 
miles 
above 
tho 
river, which Hows out of Taglsli 
lake. 
Wo havo completed our boats and ex- 
pect to pull up stakes In the morning 
and start down tho lako nnd river. 
We built our boats eight miles abovo 
tills point and dragged them down over 
tho Ice to this point, whero wo caulked 
and pitched them. 
Ono of our boats Is 
soventcen 
feet 
long nnd 
three 
feet 
beam, tho other Is twcnty-llv- o 
feet long 
with soven feet beam. 
We might ns well have left Skaguay 
In January, ns tho trail was better than 
when wo camo over It nnd tho hardship 
would not havo been any greater. 
At 
that tlmo of tho year ono would' fear 
nothing except the cold, while later tho 
weather Is mora changeable, a blizzard 
ono day and Hiinshlno another, making 
it much more trying than steady cold. 
Then, 
too, 
thero 
aro 
snow 
slides 
at 
this time ot tho year. 
I suppose 
you 
havo heard ot tho Dyca disaster beforo 
now. 
Tho last accounts 
wo havo 
re- 
ceived 
were that 
ninety-seve- 
n 
bodies 
had been taken out already and thero 
Is no knowing 
how many moro thero 
are under tho snow yet. 
We aro now 
out of reach ot all disasters of such 
nature and havo nothing to fear but 
tho rapids. 
Our boat Is strong and 
al- 
though sho may not be so yachtllko ns 
some, sho is very seaworthy and 
wo 
have every confldenco In our ability to 
handle her. 
Wo will pour a cup 
ot 
coffeo over her bow and namo her tho 
Hawaii, 
and though 
her 
christening 
may not bo accompanied 
with all tho 
usual fetes, 
wo hopo she will bear us 
barely down tho river to tho fortuno 
that awaits us on tho Klondike. 
So far wo havo spent a llttlo more 
than half of our grub stake, 
but 
wo 
havo a good long year's supply 
anil 
plenty to buy another when 
Uiat is 
gone. 
Well ns It Is nearly bed 
time, 
al- 
though 
tho mm has Just gone down, I 
will say good night. 
Glvo my regards 
'to tho 
boyB. 
I will wrlto again from 
Dawson, 
Wo expect to, 
go 
straight

EUROPE'S BIG MAN 


Career of Prince Bimarct tie Iron 


Chancellor. 


ACTIVE 
FROM 
HIS 
YOUTH 


Birth and Education-W- as 
Always a 
Fighte- r- Principal 
Undertak- 
ings of His Career. 


Prince Bismarck 
came of an old and 
distinguished 
family, 
many 
o( whoso 
members attained prominence 
In mili- 
tary and political 
life 
Ho was born 
on Anrll 
1. 1815, at 
Schonhausen, 
In 
Brandenburg. 
His father's family 
be- 
longed 
to the lower nobility, 
and his 
mother was the daughter of Ludwlg 
Menken, Privy Counselor 
of Frederick 
the (Jreat and a very liberal 
minded 
man. 
At tho early ago or six years Otto 
Kdward 
Leopold 
Blsmarck-Schonhau-fe- 
for such was tho full namo ot the 
future unifier and ruler of tho destinies 
of tho Ocrman 
Empire 
was placed In 
a 
boarding-schoo- 
l 
In Berlin, 
and 
at 
tweho ho entered a gymnasium, 
where 
his character, thoughts 
and 
methods 
of life were molded to a great extent by 
Dr. Provost and Dr. Bonnel, who took 
more 
than 
ordinary 
interest In 
tho 
lad. 
He made wonderful 
advances 
In 
history, his favorite study, and rapidly 
acquired a practical knowledge of Eng- 
lish and French, surprising In 
later 
years 
both 
Lord 
Beaconsfleld 
and 
Napoleon 
III with the 
fluency 
with 
which he used thoso languages. 
While 
pursuing 
his 
studies 
with 
great avidity he did 
not 
neglect 
his 
physical 
development. 
Ho was an ar- 
dent devotee 
of all manly 
Bports, 
In 
many of which ho acquired a wonder- 
ful degree 
of proficiency. 
This 
was 
particularly true In regard to 
Bwords-manshl- 
p. 
At tho age of 17 ho entered 
the law department ot tho University 
of Oottlngcn, 
where ho had a supera- 
bundance 
of practice as a swordsman, 
fighting 
twenty-eig- ht 
duels 
In 
tho 
course ot threo semesters, 
or eighteen 
months. 
In all of theso encounters ho 
drew blood from his opponents, 
and 
was himself only once wounded. 
Tho 
mark ot that wound ho over after car- 
ried. It was on his left cheek. 
Entering the University 
of Berlin In 
1833, Bismarck 
Boon after passed 
tho 
requisite examination for 
professional 
life. 
However, he did not take up the 
practice of law,, but retired to his es- 
tates In Pomeranla, and there remalnod 
quietly 
for 
several 
years, 
occupying 
himself 
In guarding tho family 
prop- 
erty Interests. 
It was not until 1847 that Bismarck 
bvgan to attract some public attention. 
He?was elected to tho Prussian House 
ot Burgesses, 
taking his stand us an 


ultra-loyalis- t. 
In 1851 he was chosen a 
representative of the new German diet 
of Frankfort. 
This Was tho actual 
be- 
ginning ot his renowned 
public career. 
At onco displaying 
tho most remark- 
able mental activity and manifesting 
a 
wonderful 
grasp of affairs of state, he 
clearly stated his views and distinctly 
set forth tho chief characteristics 
ot 
his most Important political 
doctrines. 
Ho mado a most 
marked 
Impression, 
and tho result was that ha nt onco 
be- 
gan 
exercising 
u 
strong 
Influence 
among his colleagues. 
Ho mapped out 
a policy, which ho cer afterward con- 
sistently 
and 
closely 
followed. 
He 
boldly opposed all revolutionary meas- 
ures and ever having 
In view the best 
Interests of Prussia, ho boldly demand- 
ed that that country 
should 
have the 
same right In tho Diet as had Austria. 
Hecalled from the Diet In 1859, Bis- 
marck was sent as Minister 
to Ilussla. 
At tho court ot St. Petersburg he soon 
become an adept In the art of diplo- 
macy. 
Ills ability as a diplomat 
was 
recognized, and In order to give him a 
thorought Insight Into French politics 
ho was transferred to 
Paris 
in the 
spring of 18C2. 
In tho fall ot that year 
ho was recalled and given the fortfollo 
ot foreign affairs, and was mado pres- 
ident ot the Cabinet. 
Tho reorganization ot tho army was 
a measure that caused a great deal of 
turbulence In tho Parliament, 
which 
time and again 
refused 
to pass the 
needed appropriations. 
Bismarck 
re- 
peatedly 
dissolved tho Parliament, and 
Anally to bring matters 
to 
a decided 
Issue he notified 
that 
body that tho 
Government 
would proceed to reorgan 
ize tho army without its sanction. 
Bismarck 
carried his 
point. 
The 
army was reorganized, although during 
four sessions the Parliament declined 
to voto Its sanction, and upon each oc 
casion 
was dissolved. 
Upon tho death ot tho King of Den 
mark, Bismarck seized tho opportunity 
to aggrandize 
Prussia by claiming 
tho 


Schleswlg-Holstel- 
n 
Duchies 
for 
tho 
Duke ot Augustlnburg, 
tho Idea being 
to lncomorato them 
tvlth 
Germany, 
The 
occupation 
ot 
these

brought on tho war 'between 
Prussia 
and Austria, and at the battle ot Ko 
nlggratz, In 1860, Austria was 
over- 
whelmingly 
defeated. 
Prussia, 
under 
the skillful guidance of Bismarck, 
now 
assumed 
tho leadership 
ot tho North. 
German 
confederation, 
from 
which 
Austria was excluded. 
Tho success ot this strategic move 
ment made Bismarck the most popular 
man in Germany. 
Ho had been unlver 
sally disliked up to the culmination 
ot 
the war with Austria. 
Ho was given 
full credit for nil that resulted 
from 
that 
conflict. 
Prussia's 
sudden 
ad 
vancement 
to the front rank as a mil 
ltary nation was not only 
offensive 
hut alarming to tha French, who seized 
upon me nret slight pretext for declar 
ing war. 
The war of 1870-7- 1 
intensified the na 
tional feeling among the Germans, and 


Bismarck, 
taking 
advantage ot 
the 
situation-- , carried out his Ideas of uni- 
fication, the result being the new Ger- 
man empire. 
It was Bismarck 
who 
dictated the 
terms 
ot 
peace 
with 
France, 
recovering 
to 
Germany 
Alsac- 


e-Lorraine 
and an 
Indemnity 
of 
one billion dollars. 
Bismarck, 
who had 
been 
made 
a 
Count In 1SC6, was now created 
Prince 
and Chancellor 
of the German Empire. 
Th'e Chancellor's 
aim now was to se- 
cure' for the Empire a long term 
ot 
peace and prosperity. 
Here again he 
showed himself a master ot diplomacy. 
Ho succeeded 
In Isolating 
France and 
formed strong alliances between 
Ger 
many, Austria and Italy In the triple 
alliance 
a combination 
that even 
a 
union 
between 
France 
and 
Russia 
would not bo able to overcome. 
Ho 
entered upon 
a long 'and bitter 
con- 
flict with tho Vatican, whose power he 
helloed to bo dangerous 
to the Gov- 
ernment, but he was finally obliged to 
somewhat modify his policy toward the 
Church of Rome. 
in inaugurating tho career of 
Ger-.ma- 
as a colonizing 
power 
In 1884, 
Bismarck 
brought 
himself 
into 
ur.cl 
conflict with Gladstone, 
who was then 
the English Premier. 
Bismarck 
never 
forgot 
to keep Franco 
Isolated. 
That 
was tho main object of his foreign 
pol- 
icy. 
Ho also kept Europe 
In a peace- 
ful state by combining the central pow 
ers into a peace league. 
This was to 
counteract any aggressiveness 
on tho 
part of Russia and France, cither sing- 
ly or combined. 
Early In 1890 tho "Iron Chancellor" 
retired from public lite, owing to dif- 
ferences ot opinion 
between 
Emperor 
William II and himself. 
In 1894, how- 
ever, they became reconciled, and upon 
the occasion 
of Bismarck's 
eightieth 
birthday, In 1895, the Emperor visited 
tho famous 
statesman and 
cordially 
participated in tho celebration 
ot 
tho 
event. 
Tho German 
soldiers 
and 
officers 
fairly worshipped 
Bismarck, 
who never 
severed his connection 
with the army. 
He took morcprldo in being a Boldlcr 
than In all the honors 'and decorations 
that were showered 
upon him by the 
potentates of'tho world. 
Bismarck 
very seldom appeared 
In 
public without uniform and sword. He 
was rarely seen In citizen's dress. 
Tho 
students saw In him the German rep 
reeentatlve, and endeavored 
to limtatu 
him.

The Pint Company of Sharpshooters 
held its mustering out 
banquet 
last 
night and the affair was In every way 
worthy 
the ancient and honorable 
or- 
ganization. 
Progress hall had been 
se- 
cured and had 'been prettily prepared 
for the dinner. 
The place was In a 
flood of light, there was music by 
a 
Hawaiian quintette club. 
The canvas 
was on the floor and the ventilation 
was something 
in the line of comfort 
seldom vouched here on similar occa 
sions. 
Chapman 
was the caterer and 
made his portion of the event genuine' 
ly swell. 
Thcro were four tables. 
These were 
three In a row and one at the head. 
Tho 
presiding 
officer of the evening 
was Capt. 
V 
S. Dodge, who has for 
two terms been at tho head of the 
or- 
ganization. 
The 
mora 
prominent 
guests, 
besides members 
of the 
com- 
mand and Infantry and engineer 
of- 
ficers from the garrison were: 
Presi- 
dent Dole, American 
Minister 
Sewall, 
American 
Consul 
Haywood, Attorney 
General 
Smith, Col. Fisher, 
Lieut.-Co- 
l. 
McLcod, P. M. Hatch, 
L. A. Thurston, 
MaJ. Langfltt, 
Capt. P. 
B. McStockcr, 
C. G. Ballentyne, 
A. V. Gear, 
P. 
L. 
Hoogs, Capt. Uerger. 
Capt. Dodge was 
toastmaster. 
He 
said that the company had been organ- 
ized on tho 18th of April, 
1893, at a 
time when tho Provisional 
Government 
needed the support 
of all loyal 
cit 
izens. 
The command had responded at 
all times to the fullest limit of its ca- 
pacity In every direction. 
When 
the 
Republic of Hawaii was proclaimed 
on 
tho Fourth of July, 1894, every member 
of tho First Company of Sharpshooters 
transferred fealty 
to tho new form of 
Government 
succeeding the Provision- 
al. 
At this time, since annexation had 
been achieved 
and tho assurance was 
plain that tho affalr3 
of the country 
were In a settled condition 
and in 
a 
state not likely to bo disturbed 
by in- 
ternal Influence, it was felt that the

of Sharpshooters 
was 
no 
longer 
necessary. 
It had asked that 
it be allowed to disband, and

McKlnley."

cheers for this and cheers again when

Sewall

upon to respond.

In his remarks and was frequently

terrupted with 
applause 
of approval. 
This was particularly the caso when 
ho paid tributes to President Dole and 
to L. A. Thurston. 
Mr. Sewall said he 
had 
never 
heard 
of on organization 
with such a shining 
and 
substantial 
record as the Company of Sharpshoot 
ers celebrating Us 
dissolution 
with 
such hilarity. 
Ho recognized 
the sig- 
nificance 
and 
Import and importance 
of tho one controlling event which had 
caused the company 
to desire to dis- 
band and claimed the privilege to cel- 
ebrate with It 
not for what ho him- 
self might have been 
able 
to do in 
bringing about 
the desired 
sequel to 
the efforts of all, but as one who Joined 
in any felicitation 
or the outcome 
of 
the Annexation 
negotiations and cam- 
paigns. 
Mr. Sewall said that as a civ- 
ilian he felt embarrassed in addressing

He had taken up annexa- 
tion as a policy ahead of his country

man here cannot

It is honor enough 
for 
any man or for any life to have 
con-

on by the true men here. 
All who can realize, what 
has 
been 
achieved 
can never cease 
to rejoice. 
Men who 
have 
opposed 
the forward 
movement will regret it more and more 
as time goes on. 
You have registered 
yourselves 
and 
have 
conducted 
your- 
selves with credit on the right side and 
wilt always be more than satisfied that 
you did so. 
Other outlying territory 
larger and richer 
than 
this 
Island 
group has been acquired by tho United 
States. 
Hut no such extension 
of the 
boundaries 
of tho Mother Country has 
been of such moment as the Annexa- 
tion of Hawaii. 
I)y this act the United 
States has been rescued from its isola- 
tion and has come into the fullness 
of 
the new position which forced this war 
for humanity. 
Tho taking over of these 
Islands 
has done more for tho exten- 
sion and protection of tho coast lines 
of Uio United States and to Insure the 
building 
of the canal than any other 
one act In the history of tho Union. 
And In tho newest 
possession 
there 
baa been found developed educational 
interest, law and order and the genu- 
ine 
Anglo-Saxo- n

While there has been in

historical chapter placed first upon the

The licet of transports and their con- 
voy, the monitor Monterey, were three

"Oct out tho hose." 
,whispered tho captain to the llrst mate.

For Nearly 50 Yearn "Prominent 
In Sun Francisco History. 
Adolph Sutro, builder ot 'the famous 
Sutro tunnel, Mayor, of San Francisco 
for two years and owner 
of the Cliff 
House and Sutro Heights, 
died early 
Monday morning, 
August 8, at the res- 
idence ot his daughter and guardian, 
Mrs. Dr. Emma 
Sutro-Merrlt- 
t, 
Van 
Ness 
avenue 
and Sutter street. 
The 
body was removed to Sutro 
Heights 
a 
few hours after death. 
While the end came unexpectedly 
at 
the last, It has been known for several 
months that It was never far away. 
Adolph Sutro was bora 
April 
29, 
1880, Jn 
Prussia, where 
his father was a prosperous 
cloth man- 
ufacturer. 
Ho received a liberal edu- 
cation. 
On the death of the elder Sutro 
in 
1817 
tho family emigrated to tho 
United 
States. 
On the 
voyage 
over 
Adolph 
learned 
of the gold fever 
In 
California. 
He set foot in San Fran- 
cisco November 
21, 1S50. 
After engag- 
ing In mercantile business 
he 
estab- 
lished 
In 
1859 a 
(small 
metallurgical 
works on Mnrket street and began lay- 
ing the foundations 
of his future for- 
tune. 
While 
In this work he developed the 
scheme of tunneling through tho heart 
ot tho mountain where lay the famous 
Comstock. 
The 
successful 
tunnel 
drained the mines nnd Sutro sold out 
his Interests for many millions 
of dol- 
lars. 
For a quarter of a century lie Invest- 
ed his money in securing the land to 
tho westward of San Francisco, 
Includ- 
ing what Is now Sutro Heights. 
The 
baths at tho Cliff House 
alone 
cost 
$1,000,000. 
In 
1S94 
he 
was 
elected 
mayor of San 
Francisco. 
He retired 
from 
office and public affairs In 1S97. 
With all his eccentricities ho 
wasTmb-llc-splrlte- 
d. 
Among other things, 
ho 
was Instrumental in tho campaign 
to 
have Kentucky revoke tho franchise ot 
the Southern I'aclflc. 
His library 
is 
classified as the fourth great library of 
tho United States. 
It contains 210,000 
volumes nnd cost more than a quarter 
of a million 
dollars. 
His career was 
a most remarkable one.

short off.
